year past, hundred# and thousand# o f individuals have 
made h, w e had alm ost said, their principal business, 
to advance th e cause o f the W hig*. 
P ublic m eetings 
without number have been held, m oney has been freely 
c o n trib u te d , and personal services have been promptly 
rendered, at and previous to elections. 
2 . It » n o t ow ing to a lack o f the means o f diffusing 
information. 
O f ten daily papers in this city, exclusive 
o f penny paper*» only tw o are Jackson ; and so fur as 
we are able to jud ge, a considerable majority o f all the 
papers in the State and N ation are in the interest o f the 
W higs. 
3. It is not ow ing, in this city, to official in fluence: 
for at present all the city officers hold their places by 
appointm ent or at the control o f tlie W hig*. 
T h e 
Slate 
and National patronage does not equal that o f 
the city. 
4. It is not ow ing to any want o f good faith on the 
part of tlie Anti-M asons.

T h at such w as the expectation anil object o f the 
panic m akers, w as sufficiently evidenced by tlie indig­ 
nation w hich they m anifested w henever any press at­ 
tem pted to abate the alarm by representing that all the 
elem ents o f prosperity still existed am ong us, and that 
in the worst uiew o f the case, the distress could not last 
long. 
In the m ean tim e they succeeded in causing 
m illions w hich would otherw ise have been loaned out 
hy capitalists, to be locked up in the banks, idle and 
unproductive, and tens o f m illions to be withdrawn from 
circulation hy tlie banks 
them selves, as a necessary

T h e y knew that a National Bank w as im­ 
portant to the interests o f trade, and favorable in its in­ 
fluence upon the general prosperity ; and they naturally 
inferred that an institution w ith such properties to rec­ 
om m end it, w ould be sustained by the people. 
But 
the misery w a s, that they w ent not m erely for a Bank 
but for the B ank— and not m erely for the Bank, but 
for the Bank w ith all its faults. 
T h at is, they w ere 
disposed to overlook the errors o f the Bank antf its 
president, or else to justify them . 
W e need not remind 
our readers what a storm w as raised about our ears, for 
the crime o f condem ning those errors, und recom m end­ 
ing a course by w hich the friends o f the Bank could re­ 
lieve them selves ¡md it from the bad consequences they 
were producing upon the public mind. 
Hud the public 
been totally ignorant o fth em , then indeed it would have 
been a question o f policy and ethics, whether the friends 
o f the Bank w ere bound to reveal them . 
But seeing 
they were already know n, there w as no alternative for 
the W hig party, but either to denounce them , or hear 
the consequences o f being understood as endorsing and 
approving them . 
T hat w e m ay not bo too indefinite, 
let us say that when w e speak o f the errors o f the 
Bank and its President, w e refer m ore especially to its

W higs. 
But no sooner had they opportunity to collect 
them selves,an d see how m uch that w as blum able was 
chargabie to the opposition, than they relapsed for the 
m ost part, into the ranks o f their former associates.—

W e could fill colum ns w ith similar hare-faced 
m isrepresentations from tho sam e source, but the gam e 
vvouliI not he worth the «m unition.
